Mr. Foster said lie 
would not attempt to introduce it to- 
day.President Wilson's opposition to any 
action by congress at this time was 
conveyed in strong terms to congress 
lender* on both sides of the capitol. 
Reports that political influence or the 
vftws of former Secretary Bryan, who 
quit the cabinet on the armed ship 
issue, were concerned in the agita- 
tion, were denied on all hands by 
those who favor action. Clamor for a, 
clear explanation of the president's 
position, continued.

The accredited list, even with the ex- 
planation given above, is an evil that 
ought, not to exist in Wisconsin. The 
evil is subtle and may perhaps be ig- 
nored in view of the moribund condi- 
tion of the university domination. The 
'Aevii consists of this, that high schools 
if in some instances may still rtake pride 


in the shackles that bind them to a 
higher institution of learning, rather 
than pride in being a living force for 
the welfare of the community."

SOUTH SEA ISLANDER IN 


LETTERS GIVES IMPRESSION 


OF THE EUROPEAN FIGHTING 


. IBY ASSOCIATED. PRESS.1 


Suva, F1J£ Islands, Feb. 23.—How the 
war impresses a South Sea islander, 
the only native Fijian who has actually 
been at the fighting front, la indicated 
in a letter received here from. Chief 
Sakuna, who was a student at Oxford 
university when • the war broke out; 
and. who enlisted in the French For- 
eign legion. 
"Hundreds are here," says he in his 
letter from 'the front, "who cannot 
shoot to hit a house, and they have 
been years 'In the.ranks- as soldiers. 
Its a bad thing that some of you young 
Fijians are not here. The coldness of. 
the weather is nothing when one Is 
.clother.. 
. 
" . . . . • 
"The" pits which the shells have .dug 
all around the country look like Fijian 
ovens. The fighting areas are like a 
place that has been ravaged by a tre- 
mendous hurricane. Great trees and 
small scrub are all withered and 
fallen in all .directions and broken by 
the shells.and by,the strength of the 
fumes—that is, the gas which they in- 
vented in Germany. 
'Comparatively 
speaking, it is sweet to read the ac- 
counts of the war, but the trail of it 
here crushes the soul. The trail of a 
hurricane there with you is merely a 
storm. Here Degei (God) alone can 
comprehend it. 
"One thing I smile at frequently, 
and felt great pity about. Some old I 
men and 'grannies' in the North when 
some, of their houses stood alone re- 
fused to leave them. They continued 
to occupy their homes along with their 
dogs, fowls, horse, and cows. I asked 
a couple why they had not fled, and 
they answered they were too old, and 
death did not matter to thsm. 
In 
another case the owner remained in 
his house while our trenches lay at 
the back of his house, and the ene- 
my's trenches were only 80 yards" dis- 
tant. Every morning he milked his 
cows, while the projectiles never ceas- 
ed falling in his enclosure. 
"One thing I abominated was, when 
the shells were fired towards us, and 
they came with a sound like crying, 
or like whistling, and a devilish noise, 
we did not feel comfortable under it, 
and when they burst it was like the' 
air giving us a kick in the side, and 
our heads shook, and our stomachs 
seemed on fire."

Yet 1916 
was a winning year for the dry forces, 
according to figures obtained toda.y 
from the headquarters of the Anti- 
Saloon league. In the scores of elec- 
tions held, the dry forces put out of 
business 112 saloons. 
The wets re- 
established five. Of Indiana's ninety- 
two county seats, fifty-four are with- 
out saloons. 
There are thrity-three 
counties without a wet spot in them. 
There are 370 dry incorporated towns 
and thirty-three dry cities. Elections 
in 1915, according to the Anti Saloon 
league .added territory with 60,000 in- 
habitants to the dry part of the state. 


The desperate character of the strug- 
gle in Indiana is best indicated by a 
comparison of the total wet and dry 
vote for 1915. 
In twenty-four cities 
the total vote was: dry 22,021: wet 
20,648. 
Muncie, at. present 
infested 
with Blindtigeritis, may be the next 
battleground. Muncie went dry in 
1914 by a 462 majority and its Tiger 
troubles have been displayed to the 
state ever since that time. 
Greens- 
burg also will vote in March on the 
wet and dry issue.

REVIVING AMERICANISM. 


Perhaps no political speech in the 


'.past dceade has been the subject of so 
!much criticism, favorable and other- 
jwise, than the utterances of Elihu 
j Root at the New York republican con- 


i vention last week. It was a wonder- 
i fill talk. Tf written by an official at 
i Washington it 
would have been a 
state paper of note and prominence 
and the strange p'art of it all is that 
even those who object to its language 
and findings all agree that it means 
just what it says and what it Intended 
to mean and no mistaking the facts 
either. 
• • 


Among those elements which criti- 


cised the address and took Mr. Root 
to task for his utterances was the 
New York World, a strong pro-Wilson 
ally, to which, .the Wall gtreet Journal 
says in reply: 


"If it were not for the danger which 


misrepresentation, especially in the 
editorial columns of a newspaper, al- 
ways involves, the spectacle of the 
New York World teaching diplomatic 
history, and actually that of the Hague 


: conventions, to Elihu Root, would be 
richly comic. Of all men in the world, 
•he probably knows moat about those 
conventions; and his letter of instruc- 
tions to our delegates, written when 
he was secretary ofstate, is admired 
and quoted the world over. 


"In the chorus of" well-deserved 


praise which has followed Mr. Root's 
great speech, there is still a lack of 
.entire appreciation. The speech was 
'sreater than the occasion. It was not 
a republican party 
effort. 
It was 


i something which, .any honest 
man 


might have said from any party stand- 
point, given Mr. Root's experience and 
; brains. The speech was far greater 
i than those 'keystone' efforts which 
Chauncey Depew justly ridiculed. 
It 


was a return to the noblest American- 
ism, at a time when that, invaluable 
quality had been debased by sterile 
pedants and mischievous quacks. 


"Neither Mr. Roosevelt nor Mr. Root 
ever said that it was our duty to go 
.to war for Belgium. Neither of these 
statesmen—for they are statesmen, in 


sense, as Mr. 


GARRISON DOUBLE CROSSED. 
The genesis of Secretary Garrison's 


resignation is readily traceable. 
It 


tiad its roots in the intellectual hon- 
ssty and candor of Mr. Garrison'! na- 
ture, .which first found itself at .vari- 
ance with his chief in relation to the 
Mexican policy,.where the puerila and 
piffling- Bryan methods were permitted 
to rule a situation which Mr. Garrison 
felt should be dealt with firmly and In 
man fashion. 
But the real point of 


germination rested in the president's 
message to congress a year ago when 
he lauded "a citizenry trained in 
arms" as the best means of defense 
for America. 
~ 


. Mr. Garrison never embraced this 
doctrine fundamentally; and he was 
much gratified last spring, when the 
war department was .instructed to 
draw a program for increasing the na- 
tional defense along lines which mili- 
tary 
experts could approve. This 


program was produced, but it never 
received- 
executive 
i approval—and 
later the war department was ordered 
to draft, a 
policy which should be 


based upon the Wilsonian dictum of 
an armed citizenry. The continental 
army scheme was the result. There 
is nothing to indicate that Mr. Garri- 
son was enamored, of the plan, but he 
was given to understand that 
the 


president favored it and that the en- 
dorsement'and support of • the' white 
house .would follow. 
Accordingly he 


lent .the full-force of his active and 


idevelopment 


thinking it to lie juet what Wilson 
wanted and deeming it the part of 
loyalty to his superior to throw the 
entire weight of his influence in its 
behalf,! even if he had undertaken the 
task with some misgivings.

and he continued his advocacy of it to 
the point where It became necessary 
to know whether he was soon to flnd 
himself entirely bereft of the presi- 
dent's confidence and support and to 
confront, Instead, a president who was 
openly dealing with the opponents of 
the plan. 


Ail exchange of opinions developed 


what Mr. Garrison has described as 
"hopeless differences" and, like an 
honorable man, Mr. Garrison withdrew 
from the cabinet. 


His . action has brought consterna- 
tion not alone in the ranks of the 
democracy but in the ranks of those 
who honestly want an effective policy 
of national defense. This does not 
mean that the continental army is a 
necessary part-of such a policy—but 
it does mean that such a policy can 
be developed only by men of honest 
and ' patriotic motives. Garrison Is 
such a man. Wilson is not. Two such 
men cannot long remain in close as- 
sociation. Garrison's withdrawal was 
inevitable sooner or iater. 
The only 


question was as to the point on which 
he should 
part company with the 
president.

Boston, Feb. 24.—The Russian gov- 
ernment's recent order banishing to 
the unbearably cold extreme north of 
Siberia the famous political prisoner, 
Mrs. Katherine Breshkovsky. now in 
her 72nd year, has been retracted 
through the efforts of members of,the 
Douma. Mrs. Breshkovsky, who many 
years ago visited America, and is well 
known to American suffrage and po- 
litical leaders, has been granted per- 
mission by-the.Minister of the Inter- 
ior to reside in- the city of Irkutsk, ac- 
cording to i information received here I 
today by Miss Alice Stone Blackwell, ! 
Editor in Chief of 
The 
Woman's' 
Journal and Suffrage News, through I 
a H.U6Sian=.friend .in Europe. 
At the 
time of .the order 
banishing' Mrs. 
•Breshkoysky to Yatutsk in the

felt, by;her American- friends Uiat.she 
would:.perish therjj, as even the young 
•and'-hardy do not'long withstand the 
rigora,of ,the elements in-that place 
Recently,- however, Mrs. Bresliovsky 
was granted permission t.o return to 
to milder climate, of Irkutsk. She was 
notified tHat the governor of the prov- 
ince would assign her a place of resi- 
.dence in one of the'smaller cities. A 
few days ago the aged prisoner arriv- 


I ed in Irkutsk after journeying 3.400 
j miles, 2,0&0 by steamer and the last, 


1,400 
(after the L«na river became a 
solid cake of ioe), overland. 
Politi- 
cal prisoners of Mrs. TSresbkovsky's 
grade,are not permitted to remain in 
the capital city of any Siberian prov- 
ince^ but this rtile has been, disre- 
garded-in her favor. In Irkutsk Mrs. 
Breshkpvsky will have more com- 
forts and can receive medical 
care. 
She is being blinded 
by cataracts 
over both eyes, though she is 
ntill 
able to read. Letters may be address- 
ed to Mi's. Breshkovsky in- care of 
The Governor

Irutsk, 
Siberia, 
Asia, via Japan. Mrs. Breshovsky was

PRESENCE OF DISEASE

Madison, Feb. 24.—The right of the 
courts to annul 
marriages on 
the 
ground- that the existence of venereal 
disease had been concealed is brought 
to public attention by the' state board 
of health in its quarterly bulletin this 
week. The courts have held in a num- 
ber of'cases that the marriage of a 
person suffering from a venereal die- 
ease migh be annulled, at the instance 
of .the other party 
to the marriage 
when the existence of the disease had 
been concealed. 
The supreme court 
of Wisconsin has decided that a mar- 
riage should be annulled because one 
party was infected with gonorrhea at 
the time o£ the marriage. 
The supreme court of the state of 
New York has carried this legal prin- 
ciple one step further, holding that a 
marriage might be annulled because 
one party concealed from the other 
the fact that he was suffering from 
tuberculosis. 
The court took Into ac- 
count the possible serious consequence 
of such a marriage to the wife, to the 
children if any there should be, and" 
to the community. The legal basis of 
the decision was the fraud of the de- 
fendant in concealing and misrepre- 
senting the condition of his health.
